A total of $16,844 was 
stolen from .

ties in the school, and got 
part of the board's own, 
resources." 


The Board of Education 
also said they felt there was 
“no great advantage in 
laying a complaint’ against 
the individuals involved 
with the thefts. They said 
they made their decision 
after considering all of the 
circumstances involved in 
each case.

In those budgets farmers 
have lost their exemptions 
under capital gains.

The Liberals under 
David Peterson have 
launched a major offensive 
at Queen's Park to create 
jobs and improve educa- 
tional opportunities for 
young people.

The trouble with most 
investments or savings ve- 
hicles is that your money is 
locked away: You can't 
necessarily get at it if an 
emergency arises. 

If you put money into the 
stock market, you have no 
guarantee that you will get 
your money back if you are 
forced to sell. And you have 
to wait at least five business 
days to get the money when 
you do sell—after you pay a 
commission.

be@n shrinking to the point 
where only four per cent of 
the people are active farm- 
ers. 

Yet that four per cent 
feeds the entire nation as 
well as contributing to 
feeding additional tummies 
around the world. 

The misunderstandings 
surrounding agriculture 


. need to be explained. The 


rest of the nation should be 
informed. How? Well, in 
Ontario, high school stu- 
dents could soon be learn- 
ing more about where food 
comes from. Agriculture 
will be taught as a compul- 
sory subject in Grade 9 by 
1985. ! 

As part of the environ- 
mental science curriculum, 
agriculture has been taught 
in some high schools for a 
number of years. Until 
recently, it has not been a 
compulsory subject. All that 
will change in two years 
when one-quarter of the 
time in. environmental 
studies will be spent learn 
ing about farming. 

A significant step in this 
thrust to get more students 
informed has been the 
participation of farm groups 
in setting the curriculum.

Prices will be increased 
gradually by the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency to 
reduce the sudden impact of 
higher prices on consumers. 

Producer prices have 
fallen four cents-a-dozen 
behind since carly Septem- 


ber. The agency plans to 
return these losses to 
farmers by the end of 
December.

Experimental tool reduces soil erosion 


Leaving the land suscep: 
tible to soil crosion is one 
problem . Ontario farmers 
face when preparing corn 
seedbeds. The traditional 
method -- plowing in, the fall 
and doing secondary tillage 
in the spring -- buries crop 
tesidue and allows erosion 


to occur during spring 
runoff arid while the soil is 
not protected by vegetative 
cover. 


Research being conduct- 
ed in the School © of 
Engineering, University of 
Guelph could reduce this 


erosion. An experimental 
tool being tested doesn’t cut 
as deeply as the standard 
mouldboard plow and 
leaves residue on the soil 
surface, yet the tool pro- 
duces the desired fine 
structured seedbed.

term .goal with this re- 
search,’ says Professor 
Lee, “is to develop a tool 
that allows reduced tillage, 
provides maximum protec:

pared seedbed.”’ 

Success in this. research 
will benefit-Ontario farmers 
in several ways. They will 
save time, since the number 
of tillage operations may be 
reduced and tillage of less 
depth would require less 
time. They will save money, 
since the new tool will: 
probably be less expensive 
than the molboard plow 
and its use will require less 
energy. The greatest bene- 
fit, however, will be the 
reduction of soil erosion. 

Funding for this project 
has been provided by the 
Ontario Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Food and a grant 
from the Natural Science 
and Engineering Research 
Council.

Property tax 
refund requested 


The Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture (OFA) has call- 
ed for provincial govern- 
ment commitment to a 
continued study of property 
tax reform, in response to 
the announcement of a 
revised farm tax reduction 
program. 

In the interim, the OFA 
has accepted the new 
program which will rebate 
60 per cent of property taxes 
to eligible farmers. In 
addition, the new program 
will offer broader eligibility 
requirements than the pre- 
sent program, which offers 
a 50 per cent rebate. 

‘In looking at the new 
program, we had to decide 
what was in the best 
interests of the farm com- 
munity, although the new 
program is not what we 
originally asked for,’’ OFA 
President Ralph Barrie said. 

Barrie was referring to a 
proposal by the government 
to rebate 100 per cent of 
property taxes on produc- 
However, 
after the proposal was 
announced, further re- 
search found out that the 
plan would actually increase 
taxes for many farmers and 
cause problems with equal- 
ization payments. 

“The OFA policy has 
always been to reform. the 
property tax system,” 
Barrie said.

CHSS was very poorly 
attended. Only 80 to 100 
parents showed to mect 
with teachers, There are 
about 900 students present: 
ly enrolled at the school. 
The meeting. was the 
second half of a two-part 
series designed to increase 
community awareness of 
drug and alcohol abuse 
amongst teenagers, and to 
encourage concerned citi- 
zens to form a task force to 


: . 
further increase awareness. 


One parent said, “‘This is 
part of the problem. They 
don’t feel they have to be 
involved, but if the parent 
only goes when the child 
does bad, then it singles 
him out.” 

Locals feel that most 
parents do not attend the 
parent-teacher nights when 
they think their child is 
doing well. However, at 
least one person at the 
meeting thought it would be

‘It's been so bad, that in 
the last few years we held 
informal coffee meetings in 
the cafeteria.
